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The Vote of Kentucky. 

All the counties have made returns to the 
Secretary of State except Letcher and Edmon- 
son, and from both of these we have reliable 
reports. If we have made no mistakes in a 
careful addition of the votes, or in copying the 
returns in the Secretary’s oflice, the total vote 
of the State between the candidates for Gov- 
ernor in the late election is 144,072, and Ma- 
goffin's majority is 9,18-. We do not think 
that the official declaration of the vote when 
made will vary much from these figures. We 
give a statement of the complete vote of the 
State, divided into Congressional districts:

The largest vote heretofore obtained by any 
Democratic candidate in Kentucky was Bu- 
chanan’s in 1856, which, including the counties 
rejected for informality in return?, amounted 
to 74,857 — and the largest majority obtained 
by any Democratic candidate of late years was 
Rev ill’s, last year, 13, 095. 

Joshua F. Bell — the great Joshua — that 
was going to “tear things loose” — loses on 
Morehead's vote 2,371, while Magoffin gains on 
Clarke 11,214. Bell’s vote is less than Fill- 
more’s, while Magoffin’s is much larger than 
Buchanan’s. The figures prove conclusively 
that Kentucky is democratic all over, and likely 
to remain so forever. The Democracy have 
gained constantly since 1855, and in the late 
election polled more votes than any party ever 
obtained before in this State. Know-Xoth- 
ingism, 1’atent Americanism, Oppositionism, 
Black Republicanism, and all other isms, are 
vanquished never to raise head again here. 

The Fourth District. 

The official returns from the counties of 
this district, as made at first to the office of 
the Secretary of State, gave Anderson a ma- 
jority of 3 over Christnan. In the last few 
days a mistake of 13 votes in favor of Chris- 
man has been discovered upon the returns 
from Cumberland county, and the Secretary 
has been notified of the fact. We are permit- 
ted to use a copy of a letter from the State 
Senator elect from the C umberland district, 
who resides in the county, in reference to 
this error, as follows: 

Bcrksville, Aue. 12, 1859. 

Dear Sirs: I this morning examined closely 
the poll books of this county in the race for Con- 
gress, and find that the examining board here 
c irrecteil all mistakes ir. the summing up of the 
votes against Anderson, there being a mistake 
of two votes on the poll book at town and none 
elsewhere, while thevfailed to correct the mistakes 
against Chrisman. There is a mistake on the 
Kettle Creek poll book of 10 votes, made in 
this way: Chrisman’s vote was 56; the next vote 
recorded for him was put down at 47, and this 
error was kept up to the end. There is a mis- 
take of 2 votes against him at town and one at 
Marrowbone, making 13 in all, and never correct- 
ed. Anderson’s majority in this county is 270, 
with the books corrected, and upon this you may 
rely — Anderson's vote in the county being 650, 
and Chrisman’s 380, * * * * 

You may rely upon what I have written you. 

1 have showed the mistake to Anderson’s friends 
here, and they surrender it. Your friend, 

S. H. BOLES. 

This palpable error in the Cumberland re- 
turns settles the election clearly in favor of 
Chrisman, and when the day appointed by 
law arrives for issuing certificates, the board 
will have to give Mr. Chrisman his credentials 
of election. An attempt to defraud him of 
an office to which he was fairly elected will 
not be tolerated by the people of his district 
nor of the State, and Mr. Anderson, if he is 
the man he is represented to be, will submit 
g •accfully to the popular verdict, whatever it 
may turn out to be.

[.Correspondence of the Yeoman.] 

Louisville, August 4ih, 1859. 
Editor Yeoman: 

While I am not going to write you any partic- 
ular news, yet I can’t refrain from expressing 
my own enthusiasm, together with the gratitude

Tlie Disarmament of Franc*. 

The Moniteur of yesterday coupons the most 
welcome announcement that could emc to bn- 
glith ears from a foreign land The Emperor has 
issued his orders to disarm. With the least pos 
sible delay the army and navy ot France are to 
be restored to their peace establishment. 1 he 
people of England reading these glad tidings will 
take a deep breath, such as a. man takes when a 
crisis ot apprehension is past; they congratulate 
each other that the peril they d re idea has drifted 
awav, and that they may turn btckto peaceful 
pursuits, and to the pleasant paihs of human ex- 
istence. It was not in panic fear, but in gravi- 
and sad disquiiiude, that we in this island re- 
garded that heavy cloud, so charged with electri 
city, which loomed upon the near horizon. We 
felt that it must burst or disperse, and if it burst 
we had small choice n our conjectures, as to 
where only the bolt must f.»L Frankly then, we 
acknowledge in this salutary determination of our 
neighbor a d ally a proof ot loyal adherence to 
the friendship which has united these two great na- 
tions, and gladly recognize in it a \ ledge of future 
peace to Europe. Undoubtedly the resolution 
has been taken solely from con ideration for the 
true interests df France. She has had her season 
of new glories, and the Emperor has gained his 
first crown of laurels. It is moderate and wi.-c 
to stop while the appetite is still unsated, “/fie/ 1 
tpu'str” is a maxim of personal economy, which 
is true also in public national concerns. Napoleon 
III has do.. e, perhaps, less than he might once 
have intended to do in Italy, but he has done all 
that he has chosen to attempt. We will not 
now stop to discuss the shortcomings or to antici- 
pate what may be the ultimate result of the new 
system that mu-t be there established. Having, 
however, determined to close this chapter ot his 
history, the Emperor has most wisely consulted 
the financial exigencies and the material advan- 
tage of lus kingdom in staying the heavy expen- 
diture of men and m >ney, and in giving France, 
as we hope, a long repose from the unprofitable toil 
of war. We have said upon former occasions 
that for a war to he popular in France it must be 
short, and it mist be successful. The war which 
his just closed, has fulfilled both these conditions. 
We recognize in this disarmament the sagacity of 
* tlie Emperor in ganging the temper of his people, 
and, for our own part, we rejoice that we may 
now return to security and peace. We shall, of 
course, in due time follow the example of our 
neighbor. We are, however, much behind him 
in the completeness of our peace establishmen . 
There are many specks ot rust vet tc be rubbed 
away, and many m uldering works yet to be re- 
paired. But these are merely the ordinary mat- 
ters of defense Having no idea of aggression, 
and being too careless of remote possibilities, we 
have let many things run into disrepair. The 
careful householder paints and papers periodically, 
and we have been stimulated by recent events to 
survey our premises and make good dilapidations. 
Happily, there is now no further need that this 
should be done in haste. We have handed the 
consi leration of these matters over to a Com- 
mission, which is about to decide what is the per- 
manent defensive establishment which these 
islands require in time of peace, as the basis 
whence upon an emergency a full war establish- 
ment might be quickly built up. Bv the report 
of that Commission we shall be guided, and we 
congratulate ourselves and our readers that we 
may hereafter deal with these questions dispas- 
sionately as points of mere engineering or science, 
and without fear that the fortifications which En- 
gland like all other powers, must necessarily! 
keep up, j re in danger of being at uu early day | 
tested by an enemy.

This diminution of immense a* muments isspon- ! 
taneously resolved on before the armistice is a 
month old, and while the peace exists only in its 
preliminaries. It is as the sign in earnest of a 
pacific dispo ition that the worth of the announce- 
ment ought to be estimated. It will be accepted 
here with candor, i or. indeed as a reason for fore- ; 
going the demand for those reforms in our belliger- 
ent services of which we have been made to feel 
the need so painfully, nor for acquiescing in a re 
turn to a s' ate of costly inefficiency, but as a rea- 
son for dismissing the lessons of dark distrust, 
which have of late been inculcated as the perfec- 
tion of political wisdom. Credulity may betray, 
but confidence is the life of civilization. We are 
aware that in some quarters this declaration of an 
intention to disarm will be received as certain 
evidence that the plot against England has be- 
come darker and deeper. The Apocalyptic inter- 
preter would part with his life sooner ihau give 
up his “little horn;** the prophets will not quiet- i 
]y be balked of their promised invasion; the psy- I 
chologigts will insist on the soundness of their i 
a priori theory of their character of Louis Na- 
poleon; but men of the world will trv and make 
the best of the age and of its chief actors, nor 
let excessive caution consume thunurrow ot their 
life.

Leopold’s Abdication. 

The telegraph brought us the intelligence yes- 
terday that Leopold II, the Grand Duke of Tus- 
cany, has abdicated in favor of hit son. This is 
an event which suggests more favorable conclu- 
sions as to tlie future fortunes of the Grand 
Duchy than any which has reached our knowledge 
since the famous interview of the two Emperors 
after the battle of Sulferino Had the path been 
so straight and so clear for the return of Leopold 
II. as had been suggested, we should not have 
heard anything of ti:e substitution of the son for 
the father. Had the court of Vienna been in- 
clined io meddle in the affairs of Central Italy 
as in former times, the idea of yielding so far to 
the popular voice would have been utterly abhor 
rent to its chief advisers. It is, < f course, impos- 
sible for any one who is not in the immediate 
confidence of the negotiators to say how far this ; 
abdication 'has been suggested either from Vienna 
or Paris; but the bare suggestion betrays either j 
weakness or embarrassment. As far as the Tus- 
cans are concerned, a man must be singularly 
ignorant of the internal concerns and recent his- 
tory of the Grand Duchy who should suppose that 
the people were actuated by any violent leeling j 
of antipathy to the late Grand Duke — for in such 
terms we presume we must speak of a sovereign | 
who by his abdication hat just completed an act 
ot political suicide Leopold II. was not person- 
ally unpopular. He was a weak and rather well- 
meaning man — ever ready in a certain withy- ] 
washy kind of way to promote the welfare of the 1 
peasantry and the rural population. * * * 

There are offenses which a government cannot 
pardon, even if it should be so inclined, and nei 
tlier Leopold II. nor his son could ever be heartily 
reconciled to the persons who have borne a lead- 
ing part in celebrating, rather than in procuring, 
their downfall. The dynasty of Leopold II can 
not be thrust baik upon the Tuscans, save by 
force of arms. Whether this force will be exert- 
ed we cannot as vet say, for at the present mo- 
ment the con lition of Central Italy is the problem 
of Europe. The French Emporer will not, we 
are assured, employ his troops to escort back the 
fugitive Grand Duke or his son to Florence. 
Still less can lie stand by and see Austrian regi- 
ments once more overrun Central Italy, and 
engage in reconstituting a reign of terror — 
Doubtless the true solution of the problem would 
be to leave these poor people to themselves, and 
we trust that this simple course will be taken.

promise at his heels — Queenstown and Gcuvieux 
being still last. After rounding the clump 
Melissa drew into the third place, and the lot 
were in pretty close order soon after coming into 
sight, with the exception of Queenstown and 
Gouvieux, who were now hopelessly beaten. As 
they ascended the hill, Melissa took up the run- 
ning. followed by Tocher, Starke, and Heiress; 
Lift boat, who had been lying oft’ in the ruck, now 
joined the leading horses. After making the last 
turn, ami in coming dowr. the hill, Melissa’s leg 
gave way, and she dropped into the rear, leaving 
Blue Jacket w ith the lead, Starke second, in close 
attendance upon him Lifeboat, Heiress, and Gas- 
pard next. At the distance Starke took up the 
running, and Lifeboat passed Blue Jacket at the 
inclosure, challenged “the American,” bet failed 
to get up, and was, after a fine race, beaten by 
half a length. Blue Jacket being six lengths from 
the second; Heiress was fourth, beaten off; Com 
promise was fifth, and Gaspard sixth, close up 
with Heiress. Heading the next lot, all pulling 
up, were Mias Cath and Gouvieux. The others 
did not pass the post. Melissa was dismounted 
before reaching tlie stand, and far behiud her 
came Woodburn, trotting in. 

Tlie Charleston Convention. 

We copied yesterday from the Maysville Ex- 
press an article with the above caption, in which 
is suggested the propriety of appointing delegates 
to the Nutional Convention by districts; and in 
w hich the editor asks for the opiniou of the press. 
After giving the subject that careful thought to 1 
which the accomplished editor of that very able 
paper is always entitled, we can see no sufficient 
reason for departing from the established usage 
of i he Democratic party in Kentucky. 

That usage has been to appoint the delegate* 
to the National Convention at the State Conven- 
tion; but the delegates from each Congressional 
district are entrusted with the selection and re 
commendation io the State Convention of suita- 
able persons to be appointed as delegates . ml al- 
ternates for such district; and thus practically 
each district selects its own representatives to the 
National Convention. 

The State Convention must assemble to ap- 
point the delegates for the State at large, and 
whilst there can appoint all the delegates, it seems 
to us, with less trouble than it would require to 
get up separate district convention* in addition to 
that for the State at large. 

We hope there wi'l be a full convention at 
Frankfort on the 8th of January next; and to se- 
cure that object, let every county in the State 
go to work at once, and appoint their delegates— 
appoint their best men, and men that will certain- 
ly aUe.id. In this way we will avoid nil possibil- 
ity of the confusion or misunderstandings that 
might arise from the departure from established 
usage, and, at the same time, the separate action 
of tlie several districts in the selection of their 
respective delegates to the National Convention 
can be as effectually secured, and with more con- 
venience than in the mode suggested by tlie Ex- 
press. 

We cannot too strongly urge upon the remote 
counties the importance of being fully represent- 
ed at the Frankfort Convention, and t hus securing 
their proper influence in the deliberations of that 
body — Lou. Courier. 

JFTWe noticed a report on Sunday morning 
last, that there was an error in the poll-books of 
Cumberland county, which, corrected, gives An- 
derson’s majority ten less than it has been counted 
We learn Irom a reliable source, from one who 
has exanrned the books, that the error exists, 
and that the correction makes a difference of 
thirteen in favor of Chrisman. There is, we 
presume, no doubt of the error; so that Chris- 
man is in fact elected to Congress. 

The question is, how will the error be correct- 
ed; or arill the examiners at Frankfort give the 
certificate to Anderson, knowing the error to 
exist.

Without meaning in the slightest degree to 
ignore or disparage the merit* or pretentions of 
other distinguished Democrats of whom Kentucky 
can boast, any one of whom would fill the position 
with boner andcredit.it seems to us that the in- 
terest of the State and nation demand for the 
place the services of John C- Breckinridge. 

His name and his reputation are national. His 
ability 4s a statesman and his influence in the 
council* of the nation are conceded by all. 

His devotion and fidelity to the Democratic 
party have been proved by ordeals to which few 
men have been subjected. And none, it seems to 
us. ''an question his fitness for the place. 

Other considerations might be suggested in 
favor of selecting M ij.

South Kentucky already has a Senator, and 
the Democracy, unlike their opponents, have al- 
ways favored an equitable distrib ition of the 
offices throughout the State.

The same principle would seem to suggest a 
Senator from north or middle Kentucky. 

Again, the Democracy have, in bestowing hon- 
ors, always con idered the character of service 
ren lered by those on whom they are bestowed. 

Men who have always been anxious for office, 
and ready for position, where it coulu be attained 
without hazard or sacrifice; who have ever been 
willing to encounter our foes when victory was 
sure, and danger afar off; and as unwilling to go 
into battle when the odds were against us, have 
never been viewed with the same favor as those 
who, regardless of danger, hazard or sacrifices, 
have always been on hand whenever their services 
were demanded. 

This has been often shown in the last ten years 
in Kentucky, and in no case was this feeling more 
strikingly manifested than in the last Convention, 
which selected for the State offices, wheiever it 
could, the fallen of 1855. This recollection of 
past services — of fidelity in times of adversity — 
is a characteristic of the Democracy of which 
every Democrat is, and should he, proud, and 
ought to be encouraged and fostered. How does 
Maj. Breckinridge stand with the Democracy of 
Kentucky in regard to past services? He has 
been no sunshine friend of the Democracy; he 
has never been beaten, it is true, but his victories 
have alw'ays been over tlie enemy and never over 
his friends.

Letcher; notwithstard 
ing the influence ol the pt tv, throughout the 
Union, was brought to bear against him. 

These victories were considered as national; 
they resulted to the benefit ot the Democracy 
throughout tlie Union, and were so regarded at 
the time. 

All the chances were against him, and nothing 
hut h s indomilible courage and his unswerving 
faith in the principles of the Democratic party, 
and determination to maintain them, at all 
hazards, could have enabled him to succeed. 
That hi* devotion to Democracy has been disin- 
terrsted, is manifest from his declining to accept 
office of profit and honor from Gen Pierce when 
it was tendered him; his willingness, indeed his 
anxiety, to canvas* Kentucky as State elector in 
1856, and his reluctance to accept the position he 
now occupies, though tendered by the Democracy 
of the nation, preferring, as lie then declared, 
another of Kentucky’s sons for the place. 

Breckinridge has, in hia brilliant career, 
shown less desire for self promotion, and more 
devotion and zeal in behalf of the success of 
Democracy, than anv man we know of. 

His gallantry has been only equaled by hi* 
modesty, and his brilliancy and ability bv his 
discretion and his devotion to principle. With 
Powell and Breckinridge in the Senate, Kentucky 
will stand in tlie Union where she stood when she 
was represented by Clay, Rowan, Bibb, Talbott, 
and a host of other worthies, now no more. 

They will be fit associates and will work well 
with our talented representatives, Burnett, Peyton, 
Brown, Stevenson, &c., &c.; and we hope the 
Democracy of the State will, next winter, agree 
with us in saying, that Kentucky n* eds and will 
demand the services of John C. Breckinridge in 
the Senate Chamber of the United State*. 

Later from Europe. 

New York, August 15. — The steamship Ci*r 
of Baltimore, from Liverpool on the 3d inst., and 
Queenstown on the 4th., arrived at this port at G 
o’clock this evening, too late for dispatching her 
mails and newspaper packages to the South. A 
brief summary of her advices has been published, 
having been obtained off Cape Race by the news 
yacht of the New York Associated Press. 

The following telegraphic dispatch, which was 
received at Queensu wnon the moment of her de- 
parture, furnishes advices one day later than these 
brought by the steamer Vanderbilt: 

London, August 4. — Telegrams from Paris say 
that the French Adriatic squadron had returned 
to Toulon. Troops from Italy were continually 
irriving at Marseilles. The funeral rite- over the 
Frencli and Sardinian soldiers who fell in the 
cause of Italy, were performed at Turin on the 
3d. 

A dispatch from Bologna says that the Sardin- 
ian Ministers had announced the recall of the 
Marquis D’Azeglio by proclamation, which also 
recommends the people to remain tranquil, and 
promises, in the name of Victor Emmanuel, to 
endeavor to obtain the concurrence of the Euro- 
pean Governn e:i s lor accompli b ng their just and 
reasonable wishes. The Ministers had convoked 
the National Assembly. 

Perfect order prevails. 

The Duke of Gramot, the French embassador 
to Rome, arrived a Paris on Wednesday. 

The threatened strike in the building trade at 
London was becoming serious. A meeting of 
several thousand workmen was held at Hyde 
Park, and speeches were made of an uncompro 
niising character.

An Expensive Government. — The taxation 
which the British Parliament imposes this year, 
for the support of government, amounts to tlie 
enormous sum of sixty nine millions pounds 
sterling, or four hundred and forty-jive millions j 
of dollars.
